Hangmen, whose fees have been 
under'disctission in the Commons 
Tecently, have always been re- 
garded as dreadful persons in this 
country, though not without a 
certain gruesome attraction, 
especially to curious people of 
mote or less diseased imagin- 
ations.

The Prince of Wales will have 
general approval forhisconfession 
of opinion against the reading of 
speeches, though this does not 
necessarily condemn the writing 
of speeches.

INTERVIEWED “BY THE 
“ TELEGRAPH,” 


POPPY-GROWING INGknASING

A tepresentative ofthe Tele. 
graph was very courteously given 
an interview this morming by Sir 
Alexander Hosie, at the Hong. 
kong Hotel, where he is staying 
in company with Lady, Hosie. 
From him we: have 
obtained some _ interesting 
imformation concerning the 
mission which has again brought 
him back to the Far East, from 
which part of the world he has 
been absent for a period of over 
seven years. - : 

Old residents of Chime wil! re- 
member Sir Alexandef in con- 
nection with his work in 
the Consular . and Diplomatic 
service in China, but ités in con- 
nection with his services to the 
Chinese Government in 1910 that 
his name has attained most 
publicity. The year following 
that in which. the opium question 
in Ching was deliberated.on at the 
Shanghai Internationa} Opium. 
Comm ssion, to which he was 
British Delegate, Sir Alexander

In the course of the interview, 
Sir Alexander .” informed 
our Tepresentative that 
he and Sir John Jordan, the 
British Minister, came out to 
China in 1876 as student inter- 
preters. He retired jn 1912, 
leaving, as he thought, for good. 
The purpose of his Present visit 
were ta collect material for a 
literary work on the economic and 
commercial products of China, 
Hehad been engaged in the work 
at Home, but he found that there 
were some questions that he was 
not sure about and.on August 
last he came here on an eight 
months’ visit tg investigate 
them. The ‘scope «oof his 
investigations was of an exten- 
sive natare. He had been 
travelling in Japan, Korea 
and Manchuria and had then 
gone to Peking. The staf of the 
Legation at Peking being short. 
handed, he was asked, by Sir 
John Jordan, in view of his 
wide experience, to render assist. 
ance to the Legation. _ As special 
attache’, hé was at the Legation 
for a few months. He arrived 
Festerday in thé Colony by 
the 

“T understand Sir John Jordan 
is retiring,” remarked our Tepre- 
sentative, | 

“Ob, yes,"Sir’ Alexander re- 
plied. “He will be leaving 
Shanghai on the 6th of March 
by the Kashmir.” . ~.

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WILHELM’s UNFULFILLED DREAM. 
: STK: amie 

: “We have just'been reading some of the newly-published letters 

° which passed between the ex-Kaiser and the ex-Czar some fifteen 
years ago. These missives show how hard Wilhelm strove.to effect 
an alliance which should result in the downfall of Britain. They 
ate particularly apropos at the moment, when there is being display- 
ed by the Entente Powers a determination that the ex-Kaiser. to 
whom intrigue and underhand diplomacy are. as the breath of life, 
shall not remain on European soil and thereby threaten afresh the 
peace of the Continent. In ane of hisletters ta the ex-Czar, Wilhelm 
says:— If you and I stand shoulder to shoulder, the main result 
will be that France must openly and formally join us both, thereby 
fulfilling the treaty ‘obligations to Russia, which is of the highest 

- value to us.”’ And to prove that the ex-Kaiser was wont to assume 
great powers to himself, it is interesting to read these words of his 
which he used in-serding a draft of the proposed Treaty to Nicholas: 
—“ Nobody, not even my Foreign Office, knows anything about it. 
The work was done by von Bulow and me perzonally.” 

These Kaiser letters’ to the ex-Czar show the consistent 
malice of the writer's mind towards Britain. This 
obsession was partly due to fear of British sea-power, 
but wag also derived from envy of British prosperity. 
To destroy Britain was the lifelong dream of the Hohenzollern 

* Emperor, and the whole of his diplomacy turned upon that pivot. 
He urged on the Czar the creation ofa new "Continental Alliance” 
against us. He pictured a league between the then Triple Alliance 
and Russia which France would have to join, ‘Such a treaty 
would efcourage foreign financial circles to invest'in enterprises in 

“ Russia, and it is not impossible that even Japan may feel inclined 

’ to join. » This would cool dawn the English self-assertion and im- 
pertinences, as she is her Ally, too. The moment the new groupe- 
ment was known, smaller nations will be attracted to this new great 
‘centre of gravity, and they will revolve round the orbit of Russia, 
Germany, France, Austria, and Italy.. This quintuple’ alliance will 
hold all unruly neighbours in ordér, and impose peace even by force if 
there is a Power harebrained enough to wish to disturb it.” 
Luckily, Nicholas did not wish to see the Hohenzollern monarch as 
Lord of Europe. Though no great statesman, the ex-Czar bad a 
clear conception of the point that in a “Continental Alliance” 
of the character indicted by the Kaiser, Russia would have tc take 
second place, and precedence would have tobe yielded to the Kaiser. 
The prospect did not please the. autocrat and the blandishments 

. from Berlin failed to break the Franco-Russian alliance. . 

Wilhelm tried his hardest to isolata Britain, but by. his own 
obvious malice and ambition he only succeeded, in tHe end, ‘in get- 
ting the whole world ranged agajnst-himeelf and hia Allies. Luckily 
for the world, Wilhelm was not a great man.” As one commentator

Even 
America, from which emanated 
the suggestion of a League of 
Nations which was to .abolish 
future wars and carry out the 
limitation of armaments, -has 
gone back to her future status of 
a conscript raion. With con- 
ditions, pay and prospects in the 
British army being now so much 
brighter than they were in the 
days before the war,. there is no 
reason why the nation should 
ever see conscription agein, unless 
some fresh menace arises 01 the 
international horizon to call the 
vaticn’s whole manhood into arms’ 
for their own defence. But that 
will never be, we hope. “4

Dr. Severn, both as Colonial Secre- 
« tary and as O.A.G. He has al- 
ways displayed the utmost tact, ang 
I lay stress on tact, because it 
always scems.to be that in a Crown 
Colony where official’ majorities 
and unofficial- minorities exist, 
Governors and Colonial Secre 
taries need dvery bit as much tact 
as they do ability. Of this elusive 
virtue our guest possesses a most 
enviable supply,which, to my mind, 
reached the heights of genius 
when, in order to secure the 
- minimum of friction during is 
regency, the Justices of.the Peace 
and the members of the Constitu. 
tional Reform Association woke 
up one fine morning to find their 
champion muzzled sitting on the 
Government benches, 

Ido not propose to give you 
the history of his career: it was 
very ably given you by the Pro- 
Vice-Chancellor at the conferring 
of the well-merited degree. I do, 
however, want to take this oppor- 
tunity of stating that this Cham-

ber does not agree with one re 
mark made: by my old friend Cr. 
Jordan in his speech at the Univer: 
sity. Asa mattercof fact I dont 
"think the emient Professor really 
meant what he said; I incline to 
the belief that the wrong word 
slipped out inadvertently. In re- 
ferring to Dr. Severn’s Acting 
Governorship he stated that “Dr, 
Severn administered the. Govern- 
men\ in a most masterful manner.” 
Now if Dr. Severn administered 


the Government in a most master-/ 


ful manner he certainly camou- 
flaged it in a most masterly man- 
ner; his tact was of an even 
higher degree than I give him 

“s credit for. I am confident Profes- 
sor Jordan meant “masterly” and 
if he did we are in accord with 
him: ~ , ” 

We all know Dr: Severn noi 
only as Colonial Secretary and as 
the representative of His Mujesty, 
upholding that high position with 
dignity, but also us ‘the man—a 
man of many parts—a lover of 
sport, a lover of the arts, with a 
keen sense of humour, and also 
with what I will call a composite 
construction—that quarter Scotch 

* which has served him so well in 
@ land so thickly peopled with the 
Highland race. . He is not the 
only one who can boast of a dual 

‘ composition. It is not generally 
known that I myself have a touch 
of Irish in my blood, a touch that 
I exploited for all it was worth 
when Irish blood was on our 
thrgne and for all I know, Gentle. 
men it may account for my finding 
myself to-day a nominated member 
of the Council—. But to exploit 
these touches properly I" have 
found out to my cost that one must 
do as Dr. Severn has done, learn 
the language. I remember once

We ask you te 
use such influence as you wean 
bring to bear to leave us perman- 
ently in your place your right hand 
man, the Assistant Colonial Seere- 
tary, Mr’ Fletcher, for whose 
ability, resourcefulness, and quick 
grasp of affairs, this Chamber 
holds a very high regard.

gards the Singapore Chamber, ke 
pelieved that. their meetings were 
conducted with considerable un- 
animity and accord as 2 rule, but 
trmeurs did reach him’ sometimes 
that the meetings were interrupted 
by altercations which Sometimes 
led to'physical violence. He had 
heard that at one meeting twe 
Scottish members, whom he would 
call McPherson and MeNab, had 
Fud an argument and the climax 
Was reached when McNab said to 
the other “Would you step on to 
the verandah, Mr. McPherson, 
please?"

1 A&A POPULAR ERROR. 


Most of our English boxers 
are obsessed by a fallacy—the 
fallacy of the punch. They be- 
licve that because they can pull 
almost any man their own size 
over a chalked line that they can 
hit harder than any one of them 
can, Buta boxer before al] men 
should know that. this belief is 
quite wrong. A devastating punch 
does not depend on the size of the 
striker. or his physique, or even 
his muscular strength. It depends 
mainly on an intelligent mind 
quick to seize the opening pre- 
sented, a perfect co-ordination of 
mind and muscle, a controlled | 
poise and balance af body, and 
all the muscles of the body con-/ 
cerned with the blow acting in 
instant harmony. This’ means 
perfect timing, placing, and judg- 
ment of distance. The effective- 
ness of a well-planted blow 
depends very. largely on ‘ts 
speed and unexpectedness, If 
the mind of the recipient is pre- 
pared for it, even by a fraction 
ofa second’s warning, some of 
its effect will be lost. A nine- 
stone man could knock out the 
heaviest and best of the fighting 
men if-the big man agreed to 
close his eyes and the little man 
hit him correctly on the jaw 
without giving warning of when 
the blow was coming. 

Quite recently Georges Carpen- 
tier, a lightheavyweight, demon- 
strated that the force of a punch 
did not primarily depend on the 
weight. of the man delivering 
the blow. It was his speed and 
his superb’ timing tand placing 
that gave the force to that terrific 
punch, A . 

The most remarkable of our 
old-time fighters were generally 
men of medium height and weight,

Boxing is the science of self- 
defence, and self-defence depends 
really on ‘scientific attack.

It is the counter-blaw 
that is the most deadly blow in 
boxing, because of its unexpect- 
edness and the added force it gets 
by its recipient stepping into it. 
But only a master of ‘the Jim 
Driscoll type can counter effec- 
tively. 

A large batch of our cleverest 
and brainiest fighters have pased 
from the ring. Jim Driscoll, 
Johnny Summers, and Joe Bow- 
ker have withdrawn from active 
combative work.

In the course of an interview 
with a representative of The 
Observer, Mr. Barnes discussed 
soma of the most important phases 
of the Conference, and indicated 
the remarkable advance made to- 
watds improved industrial cond- 
itions, especially in the Far East. 

“The Conference,” he said, 
“was remarkable in several 
respects. It was the first occasion 
on which the accredited repre- 
sentatives ofemployers, workmen 
and the Governments ever met 
in international.conclave. At 
one ‘time in certain quarters 
doubts prevailed as to the result. 
These doubts are now dispelled. 
From the first it was evident that 
the representatives were actuated 
by a sincere desire “to find 
practical solutions of problems 
which have not only perplexed 
them -for years past, but were 
becoming increasingly and 
dangerously acute. . 

“No fewer than forty-one 
countries were represented,so the 
Conference was essentially in- 
ternational... The most notable 
absentees were the United States 
and Germany. - Although our 
meetings were presided over by 
Mr. Secretary Wilson, the States 
could not be officially represented 
in any capacity in consequence 
of the Treaty. It was rather an 
anamalous position, the Con- 
ference having been convened 
andinvited by President Wilson 
to meet at Washington,

JAPAN'S CONCESSIONS, 


. “And now as regards the work 
of the Conference,” said Mr. 
Barnes. “It adopted conventions: 
dn the eight-hours' day and wn- 
employment, the protection of 
women and children, and the 
endorgement .of the Berne Con- 
ference. Of courss, there was a 
certain amount of talk of an 
academic, altruistic character. 
That'was to be expected ; but for 
the most part speakers kept their 
feet on mother-earth. They were 
eager for practical results. not 
flaming phrases and hbigh-flown 
perorations. “ 

“One of the most important 
features of ‘the Conference was 
the adoption of the agreements 
made with Asiatic countries 
with regard to their intro- 
ducing’ approximately European 
standards. Japan, in particular. 
has to very substantial 
improvements. in Labour con- 
ditions, including the prohibition 
of child labour under fourteen, 
thus bringing herself at a bound 
on a level in this respect with 
Europe and America. Japan has 
also agreed to adopt the eight 
hours for youths up to fifteen, 
and in three years’ time to sixteen; 
‘also to reduce hours generally to 
nine and-a-half_per..day,-with.a 
provision of sixty hours per week 
in the silk industry. Further 
Japan has adopted the Berne 
Convention protecting women 
from night work, and also provid- 
ing for the weekly rest. Al- 
together, Japan has made a 
tremendous advance in industrial 
improvement. 

“The same may be said of In- 
dia," added Mr. Barnes, “though 
the agreements do not embody 
so substantial an improvement as 
in the case of Japan. A further 
advence, however, is expect:d 
next year. . 

“T regard these agreements 
with Japan and India as achieve- 
ments of the highest importance. 
So far as Japan.is concerned, they 
possess the validity of a commer- 
cial treaty, for herdelegates were 
invested with full powers. That 
apart, the agreements tend to 
remove one of the obief.indus- 
trial difficulties England and 
Europe generally, as well as 
‘America, have had to face; 'o 


some extent they di pel the fear|- 


of Japan flooding Earopean and 
American markets. The» move- 
ment is an indication of her. desire 
to rring herself, inte alignment 
with Western ‘vountries, and 
shows she is anxious'to fulfil all 
the ooligations incidental to her 
entry into the League of Nations. 
In adopting these—to her—ad- 
vanced economic ideas, Japan 
has displayed grea* mental en- 
lightenment, She placed herself 
abreast of the best aspirations of 
the Western racet. : 


THE USE OF ENGLISH. 


“Another remarkable feature 
of the Conference was the extent 
to which English was spoken by 
the delegates. In the case of such 
Far Eastern countries 28 India, 
Japan, China, Siam, and Persia, 
all their delezates spoke 


English, many of them fluently. 


This simplified proceedings im- 
mensaly. There was no language 
difficulty, so to speak. French 
and English were the two official 
languages, and only one delegate. 
an Italian workers’ repressnt- 
ative,used his native tongué. This 
widespread knowledge and use of 
English is a hopeful sign that our 
language is becoming the dip- 
lomatic as well as the commercial 
language of the world.”
